2e In January, 600 Viet liinh Army troops from the fourth class at the T'angch teng 
(10823, 21-16) training centor completed their training, They were equirped 
by the Chinese Communists and sont to Tungehung (3i5| e ), in’ the Fangch! eng 
area. They were accompanied by 270 Chinese officers and men, and in early 
February were still in the Tungchung area. 


3.0 In late November, 1,200 Viet Lfiinh Army troops from the Vict llinh Replacement 
Regiment (sic) in North Vict Nam comploted their training at Fangch'eng as | 
members of the third class.’ They were equipped b: the Chinese Communists and 
sent to Plinghsiang (106-1, 22-06), where they arrived on 16 December, In 
early February the designation of this regiment from the third class was the 
32 Regiment, 11 Division, Army, of the Viet Minh Idberation Army. The 
officers are: commander, WEI Wen-chih (# % #,)3:4% deputy, YUAN Shih-cheng 
(PE, + 49x) se and, political commissar, NING Tien-yu (a BF dye all 
Vietnamese.

The term Vict 
eration refers possibly to the Chino:e Peopléfs Anti~Prench

Viet Linh Army in Indochina besause the regimental designation does not 
fit the organization of the Vict Itinh Army.
